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ELIZABETHAN MARKET REPORT 
By: Dean Mario 


Auctions need not be large, elaborate, or public affairs for one to gain 
nice Elizabethan material. Terence Kidd of Cambridge, Ontario often 
features quality items in his illustrated mail sales of usually 250-300 
lots. Two recent sales will be examined in this issue. 


Kidd's Mail Auction #76 was held on June 4 and featured a few choice 
items. Lot 252 was a nice VF mint NH 1979 $1 Fundy Definitive with 
shifted black printing. This dramatic variety was estimated at $85 and it 
reached $60 (no buyer's fee). A 100 plate block lot of the 1976 8¢ 
Elizabeth II Definitive (Plate 6 printing) in matched sets NH (Lot 266) 
sold for $115 against a catalogue value of $500. The 1992 SOPEP 
Signature Sheet still seems to be quite popular and is a regular feature 
in these sales. Lot 272, a single mint sheet was estimated at $135 and 
sold for $88. 


A similar sheet in his July 9 sale (#77) had a lower estimate of $125 and 
sold for a bit lower at $85 (lot 263). Some dealers are now selling this 
sheet at $159 so these auction realizations seem to be quite a bargain. If 
modern varieties are of interest to members, several scarce misperfs, ink 
varieties, and tagging errors were included in this summer sale. 


Lot 269 was a 1979 17¢ Green Queen booklet pane of twenty-five (Scott 
Cat. BK 81a) without tagging and was estimated at $300. It reached a 
respectable $250. Another nice item, lot 275, was an unusual 1953 3¢ 
Moose plate block with a pre-printing paper fold and partial inscription 
printed on the gum. Although described as having been "handled poorly 
by discoverer (a non-collector)", it realized $255, $55 over estimate.

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THE ELIZABETHAN ERA - STARTED WITH TWO FIRSTS 


In Vol. I, No. 2 we stated the first Canadian stamp issued during the 
Elizabethan period was Scott No. 316, the 20¢ gray forestry products 
stamp. Interestingly, the next stamp issued also represented a first in 
Canadian philately. This was Scott No. 317 issued on July 26, 1952, the 
4¢ Red Cross Symbol. The "Red Cross" in the upper left corner of the 
stamp was produced using lithography. This was the first use of 
lithography by Canada in the production of stamps. The remainder of the 
stamp was engraved 


SEC. III - CARICATURES AND LANDSCAPES SERIES 


No Catalog Available To Inventory Your Specialty? One Solution! 
By: John D. Arn 

Once a decision is made to specialize in an issue, a definitive series, a 
group of commemoratives or whatever, almost without exception the 
material on hand in the selected area accumulates to sizable 
proportions. The result is a need to organize the material in a way to 
facilitate easy and rapid identification. The alternative is to acquire 
everything that comes along with the intent to organize the material 
some time in the future. This alternative is not really viable unless you 
are a dealer or obtain special joy in accumulating duplicate material. 


There are as many approaches to this problem as there are collectors 
faced with the problem. Presented here is one solution. It is not claimed 
to be the ultimate or only solution. It did bring order out of chaos for 
this collector. Perhaps the ideas presented will be useful to others. 


After electing to specialize in the Caricature & Landscape Definitive 
Issues it was important to recognize the universe of what is available 
was a very large unknown. Existing catalogues list the standard issues. 
Some may list a few of the well known varieties. Few, if any, go beyond. 
Where advanced studies have been made they normally concentrate on 
one, or a few of the possible data elements to the exclusion of many 
other data elements. In this way the studies insure there will be room 
for future studies and automatically no one complete catalog exists. So, 
how do you go about preparing or obtaining a catalog of all that exists? 
The answer is do not even try. 1 catalog only what 1 know exists because 
I have the item in my possession. If 1 do not have a copy of an item it is 
only "hearsay" it exists and it is not listed in the catalog. This keeps my 
inventory very clean and very verifiable. It does not preclude my also 
maintaining a separate want list for "hearsay" items. 


The computer program chosen to manage the inventory was File Maker 
Pro 2.1 operating on a Macintosh computer (technical specifications of 
the program appear at the end of this article). There is still work to be 
done on the system. Most of it represents further detailed editing of the 
input. While this will undoubtedly stretch over a period of time, and 
perhaps never be complete, the primary benefit of knowing whether an 
item is in the collection or not is now fully operational. 
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The inventory system is basic and simple. Exhibit No. 1 is a copy of the 
Data Entry Layout - one for each item in the inventory. Currently, the 
inventory contains just under 300 items excluding the Caricature 
booklets. (The booklets require a separate input format and a separate 
catalog listing format and are not included in this discussion). The 
input record has provision for nineteen data fields. These fields together 
with their "drop down" menus are briefly illustrated and described. 


Each "Cat #" entry is anchored by a Scott catalog number. We live ina 
universe of Scott catalog numbers. Yes, there are other numbering 
systems and the first thing they do is show the equivalent Scott number 
in ( ). Scott does not produce a true Canadian specialized catalog. My 
solution is to identify the major Scott number and then assign my own 
"PIN" number (property identification number). Each item as acquired is 
assigned the next sequential PIN number in the series. In those few 
instances where Scott has assigned a suffix to the base number for a 
variety, I show the Scott suffixed number as the first bit of data in the 
"Description; Notes; Etc." data field. Exhibit No. 2, which is a copy of 
page 1 of the Inventory Listing, contains an illustration (see 586-008) of 
a Scott suffixed number. 


Data elements displayed on Exhibit No. 3 are explained below: 


"Printer" provides for identifying one of three different printers: CBNC - 
BABNC - or Ashton-Potter. Under "Paper" provision is made for eleven 
varieties. The provision for "Paper expansion" is used to identify the re- 
engraved landscape types. "Gum" is distinguishable between CBNC & 
BABNC. A large variety of "Perforations" exist as shown on the 
illustrated "drop down" menu. 


"Paper fluorescence" is covered using two separate fields. Virtually 
everyone specializing in the Caricatures and Landscapes recognizes basic 
fluorescence of: none; some; and hibrite. With the use of "Paper 
Jluorescence expanded" the system permits identification of 7 different 
levels of fluorescence. These may be expanded or contracted as desired. 
The determinant factor being the users ability to identify the various 
selected levels of fluorescence on a constant repetitive basis. Both fields 
may be skipped if fluorescence is of no interest, 


Data elements listed on Exhibit No. 4 are discussed below: 

"Primary configuration"; "Expanded configuration" and "Position" are all 
detailed on exhibit No. 4. "Tagging", "Type tagging" and "Condition" are 
explained in their respective drop down menus. 

The "Description, Notes; Etc " provide a brief written description of the 


highlights of the listing. This provides an initial rapid identification and 
facilitates a detailed check-out using the detailed computer coded data. 
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Exh. No. 2 
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Exh. No. 3 
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Exh. No. 4. 


The final data fields, shown below, are simply inventory information: 
"Date acquired"; "From"; "Cost" "Currency"; "Value source"; and "Value." 
The values may be contained in the master but need not be printed. Or, 
if values are maintained under a personal code system they may be 
printed or not as desired. Examples of each method of showing values 
appear on Exhibit No. 2. 
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S From Value Source 


This system operates in real time. Changes are being made from time to 
time as deemed desirable. Anyone having the capability to work with 
Claris File Maker Pro 2.1 on a Macintosh computer may obtain, for $2.00 
to cover expenses, a brief write up and a floppy disk with the template 
for the system. If there is an interest in the package but for use on 
Windows the manual indicates the Macintosh templates may be 
converted and the same package, converted, is also available for $2.00 to 
cover expenses.

1 understand the listing was made 
available to those attending the Winnipeg '93 show. Mr. Harris has been 
kind enough to make the list available to ESG members. Given the 
obvious utility value of this material we have included the two pages as 
an addendum to this edition. They have not been pre-punched for filing 
but, rather, left for you to determine how best to take advantage of this 
excellent work.

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SECTION VII - ALL OTHER - 1992 OLYMPIC STAMP PACKS 

The following from the Canada Post Employees Philatelic Society - BULLETIN 

through the courtesy of Andrew Chung, Editor. 

The $4.20 Winter Olympic Games stamp pack, issued on 7 February 1992, 
is available with the cover of the pack sealed or unsealed. The names of 
the designer and printer plus paper and colour indicators are printed on 
the right selvedge of the pane on all unsealed packs allocated to philatelic 
sales. The marginal inscription is trimmed off on all sealed packs. 


There is a mirror or reverse image of the pack's cover design illustrating two 
lit torches. The differences, as illustrated are: 

(A) left flame is shorter than the right flame 

(B left flame is taller than the right flame 
This is the first special issue stamp pack discovered with a mirror image of 
the cover design. 





The $4.20 Summer Olympic Games stamp pack issued on 15 June 1992 was 
discovered with a mirror or reverse image of the pack's cover design 
depicting the Olympic flag. The mirror or reverse image is illustrated. 


As with the $4.20 Winter Olympic Games stamp pack issued earlier in 1992, 
stamp packs of the Summer Olympic Games were offered by the National 
Philatelic Centre sealed (pane without the marginal inscription identifying 
the names of the printer and designer plus paper and colour indicators) 
and unsealed (philatelic). 





CANADA'S NEW INK-JET SPRAY MARKINGS 
by: Dean Mario 
(In reponse to Jon Johnson's cancellation query appearing in issue No. 6). 


Canada Post Corporation introduced its version of ink-jet spray marking 
in mid-November 1992.! Many unusual types have been recorded and it 
may be useful for members to examine them more closely. 


Unlike those of the United States Postal Service, the Canadian markings 
were first intended to cancel postage stamps. The early version (fig. 1), 
seen here on Canada Post's "test mail" sample, shows the series of six to 
sixteen horizontal obliterating lines. These markings then, were 
introduced to cancel the mail, indicate where it was processed, and the 
exact time the item passed through the sorter. The test item was mailed 
from the West Letter Processing Plant (Gateway) in Mississauga, Ontario 
(hence "WLPP"), and shows the date, actual time, and postal code of the 
Plant. 


The ink-jet spray printers were recently installed on the multi-line optical 
character readers (or MLOCR's) which were previously purchased by 
Canada Post in 1989. Each of the OCR machines has its own identifier 
number and these are usually expressed to the left of the machine's 
location (therefore "69"). Several different marking and machines have 
been tested since November 1992. 


Some of these new markings can be seen illustrated in fig. 2. The Toronto 
South Central Plant (TSCLPP) has additional "canceling" arrows, the St. 
Laurent Plant in Montreal has canceling "boxes" (Societe Canadienne des 
Postes for Canada Post, and the initials for the Processing Plant in 
French), and a relatively new version from the WLPP at Gateway. Many of 
these markings have been see on incoming foreign mail and it is only a 
matter of time until other varieties will be introduced to the modern postal 
history collector. Updates would be most welcome to the membership, I’m 
sure. 


I So far the earliest reported usage is November 18. For more on these markings see lan

The first installment of the Elizabethan varieties is completed (#325-499). The basic 
format has been assembled from the input of several members. Thank you very much to 
Messrs. Joseph Monteiro, John Aitken, John Schmidt, John Arn, Bob Hourihan, and 
Philip Kohl for your informative suggestions. From these suggestions, I have distilled 
their thoughts into (I hope) a useful database. 


The list will use the Scott numbering system. A whole number suffix will be added to 
each listing to differentiate between varieties that may hold the same Scott number eg. 
425i-1, 425i-2 and so on. This will be helpful when new variety is discovered, because 
their will always be a number for it. Everything will be included in the database. 
Constant and non-constant plate varieties, fluorescent paper varieties, tag errors, 
misperfs, paper creases, gum varieties, missing or colour errors, encompassing definitive 
and commemorative issues from Scott No. 325 to present. The Centennial issue will be 
ignored for now. 


The description column is just that, a brief note to describe the variety. To locate plate 
flaws, I would like to use a "Thirkell" gauge to describe the position of the flaw. The 
gauge is produced by Stanley Gibbons Publications. For those of you who are not 
familiar with this gauge, it is a clear piece of plastic with a grid printed on it with co- 
ordinate positions. For example Scott No. 858i (dot on moustache) could be described or 
plotted as Thirkell position F-3. Until I receive feedback from the group on the gauge, I 
will not incorporate it into the listing. 


Fluorescence will be dealt within a range of 5 varieties. 


1.) Dull (DL) Scott #482 
2.) Lo-Fluorescence (LF) Scott #558 
3.) Med.-Fluorescence (MF) Scott #658-59 
4.) Hi-Fluorescence (HF) Scott #625 
5.) Hibrite Scott #640 


Much discussion was made on how paper fluorescence was going to be treated. The use 
of 5 categories was felt to be manageable and not too complicated. A sixth category may 
be added. Dead (DD) may be included when we can give it a major Scott number. 


A column has been set aside for the stamp’s denomination and plate position Gf known). 
A final column is left to describe the type of stamp it is:
